Bni^land and the Slave Trade. 


ZANZIBAB, NOV. 22.—^THE British con- 
sular authorities have issued a proclama- 
tion in regard to the slave trade, in 
which they warn British subjects of the 
I^enalties they will incur in making ille- 
gal contracts. 
The slave owners have 
united in a monster petition against the 
slave traffic, which, they assert, has been 
in practical abeyance for many years. 
It is reported that the entire plan of 
blockade has been changed in order to 
include the whole coast. 


A Tmwt That Will Effect Pottery. 


LONDON, NOV. 22.—A trust has been 
formed to control the manufacture of 
bone ash and calcined bone, which enter 
chiefly into the manufactm-e of Staffold 
pottery and chinaware. 
The controllers 
of the bone-ash product already practi- 
cally dictate the prices of chinaware, 
and it is expected that a pottery trust 
will inevitable follow this latest move- 
ment. In this event the prices of pot- 
tery will be advanced thirty pe cent. 


A Sensational Suit , 


BiiOOMiNOTON, Nov. 22.—Quite a sen- 
sational suit has been filed here against 
several prominent people in this county 
by William Norman. 
The action is for 
$10,000 damages, and in his petition 
Norman alleges that the defendants 
named in the paper are White Caps and 
that they took him fi-om his house on 
the night of May 1, 1888, and most 
brutally whipped him in the presence of 
his family until he was nearly dead. 


To Secure a Copyrii^ht. 


WASHINGTON, Nov.22.—]V!rs.Sheridan, 
the widow of the late General Sheridan, 
accompanied by Col. 
Sheridan, left 
Washington for Canada yesterday, by 
way of New York, for the purpose of 
securing the copyright to the memoirs 
of her husband to be published in Lon- 
don on Nov. 26, on which day her New 
York publishers will issue the American 
edition.

Predicting the Downfall of the 
French Republic—Other 
Foreign News. 


LONDON, NOV. 22,—^During the past 
two days there have been various opin- 
ions expressed that the French republic 
is in a desperate strait and that its down- 
fall is imminent. 
Several English rad- 
icals of repute have given most pessim- 
istic views on the subject, from which 
source a scare has generated here. I 
can discover no reason for this fright. 
Certainly General Boulanger has not 
reached the zenith of his career, but 
there is yet no reason apparent for the 
friends of the republic to despair. 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—The advices from 
Samoa say that Mataafa's followers have 
attacked a stronghold hold by the ad- 
herents of Tamasese at Atna, on the 7th 
inst., and succeeded in capturing out- 
posts after two days' 
fighting. 
Many 
combatants were killed. 


DUBMN, Nov. 22.—The United Ireland 
makes a furious attack on the Pamell 
commission, because of the heavy fine 
imposed upon Mr. Edward HaiTington. 
It says whether it is guilty of contempt 
or not it will not abstain from comment- 
ing on the action of the judges. 
It then 
reiterates the charges made by the Keny 
Sentinel against the commission and as- 
serts that the government, whose exis- 
tence is at stake, has packed the court. 


POSTMASTERS APPOINTED. 


Seventy-Five Oommlssions to Expire 
in March. 


WASHINGTON, D . C., Nov. 22.—There 
were a number of appointments of pres- 
idential postmasters yesterday. 
Three 
of them were appointed to fill vacancies 
caused by removals. 


The commissions of about seenty-five 
postmasters will expire during the month 
of March, after the inaugm-ation of the 
new president. 
Apaong these is Henry 
G. Pearson, of New York City. Peai-son 
was among the first appointments made 
by President Cleveland.

NEW YORK, NOV. 22.—An advance in 
the price of carpets is one of the cer- 
tainties of the coming season. 
What is 
in progeess is done through a com- 
bination of manufacturers and is essent- 
ially a trust pnxjeeding. 
This implies 
a probable advance to consumers of at 
least ten cents per yard for all carpets. 
The excuse of the manufacturers is that 
they have been running for two years 
without profit.

NOV. 22.—The collec- 
tions of the inte nal revenue diiring the 
first four months of the fiscal year, end- 
ing June 30, 1888, aggregate $42,744,- 
985, being an increase of $1,123,775 over 
the collections during the corresponding 
period last year. 


The receipts 
were: 
Spirits $23, 
311,789, increase $15,440,702; tobacco 
$104,963.55, decrease of $389,572; fer- 
mented liquors $36,707.70, decrease $35,- 
692; oleomargerine $230,283, increase 
$3,821; banks and bankers $5,314, in- 
crease $4,962; miscellaneous $304.72, 
decrease $24,467. The total receipts for 
October last were $1,275,122, gi-eater 
than for October last year.

This composition, designated an opera 
was presezited at. thaJiemple. last even- 
ing. 


Evidently the composer has had the 
honor of studying under himself, as I 
venture to say never was such an at- 
tempt at musical composition presented 
to the public before. 


The harmony is utterly devoid of 
modulation, the sum and substance of it 
consisting of the common chord of the 
abdominant, the 6-4 
chords of the 


dominant, the dominant seventh, and 
one solitary attempt at effect—namely, 
the chord of the german augmented 
sixth introduced in the choi-us to the 
song of the Americ n Eagle. 


The chonises etc., show entire ignor- 
ance of counterpoint or part writing, and 
as for the orchestral i>art, it resembles 
that monotonous 1-2-3 4 style, which a 
no\'ice adopts when playing his accom- 
paniment to a comic song. 


The libretto is well worthy of the 
music to which it is allied, there is 
neither rhyme nor reason in the whole 
affair. 


The writer and 
composer trys to 
cariiiature the Englishman, but if he 
would only step over to London and 
study harmony, countei-point and or- 
chestration under that musical genius. 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, whose "Mikado" he 
makes such a ridiculous attempt at im- 
mitating on the second act, there miglit 
be some hope for him yet, as he un- 
doubtedly possesses the gift of melody.

I thought to give all 
the money to her at once, hence the 
delay."

A study of the vote polled at the recent 
national election is somewhat of a revela- 
tion for it certainly sends Allen county 
to the fi'ont. This comes not altogetli T 
from our handsome democratic vote, for 
there are only three counties in the state 
outside of Marion that poll a larger re- 
publican vote, namely: Wayne, Vander- 
burg and Vigo. 
The republican vote 
for governor in the counties named was: 
Allen, 5,443; Wayne, 6,132; Vanderburg, 
6,109; Vigo, 6,265. 


The four counties outside of Marion 
giving the largest democratic vote are 
Vigo, Vanderburg and St. Joe. The 
democratic figures are: Allen, 9,685; 
Vigo, 6,106; Vanderburg, 5,846; St. Joe, 
5,256. 


There are five counties in the state 
that poll more than 10,000 votes. 
They 
are as follows: 
Marion, 35,097; Allen, 
15,390; Vigo, 12,578; Vanderburg, 12,- 
012; St. Joe, 10,399. 


The figures place Allen handsomely 
on the calendar as the second county in 
the state, and gfives Fort Wayne a com- 
manding place, when it is remembered 
that the city of Evansville is situated in 
Vanderburg county, Terre Haute in 
Vigo, and South Bend in St. Joe.

For some 
time back, however, I have. been taking 
just half an hour's sleep before dinner 
and supper; and if any sort of patent 
medicine had ever given me stich a lift 
in the way of health, it would very likely 
have been 'boomed' about as well as ] 
could 'boom' it. 
The philosojjhy of it 
seems to be: If you want a man to do a 
good piece of work, he should be well 
fed and well rested. 
Yes, the same is 
true even of a horse. 
Well, Dr. S. de- 
clared it was a task for a week consti- 
tution to properly digest a meal of victu- 
als; and lie declared further that no 
constitution could dij^est food projierly 
when it was exhausted and run down to 
the very last notch; and if any one at- 
tempts to get along in that way he will 
sooner or later find himself broken down 
entirely." 


All the heavy laden—tired housewives 
in particular—are urged to adopt this 
simple course of recuperation: 


"You are not saving time by sitting 
down to your meals so worn out that 
the hand trembles with fatigue that 
raises the food to your lips. 
You will 
get along faster, and acttoniplish more, 
by taking this kind of rest. 
If it seema 
to you impossible, and you are inclined 
to smile at the idea of a half-hour nap 
before dinner and supper, then I shall 
direct my ai)i)eal8 to your husband, 
your sons and your daughters. 
As you 
value the life and the presence of thia 
patient, hardworking mother, take that 
needful rest, just as my wife and chil- 
dren have been making me use the good 
common sense God has sriven us all."

E. A K. Hackett, A. H. Shaffer and 
Mary J. Wilson, the trustees of the 
Indiana school for feeble-minded youths, 
filed the tenth annual report of that in- 
stitute with the governor yesterday. 
The report is very exhaustive. 
It shows 
that there has been a rapid increase in 
the number of inmates. 
In May, 1887, 
the school was removed from Knights- 
town to Richmond, where it has been 
occupying the Eastern Indiana insane 
hospital buildings. 
These are only tem- 
porary quarters, however, as new build- 
ings are in course of erection at Fort 
Wayne. 
From the organization of the 
school in 1879, until its removal to 
Richmond, its capacity was so limited 
that applicants for admission were> re- 
fused by the score; but since May, 1887, 
the increased 
room of the 
present 
quartera has allowed the increase of the 
capacity from sixty to 260, the actual 
number of inmates at present being 239, 
As the legislature had not appropriated 
any money for the maintenance of the 
additional inmates, the trustees have 
drawn on the fund appropriated for the 
new building, of which $7,487.63 has 
been drawn. 


The trustees state that the appropria- 
tion for maintenance is unreasonably 
small, being much less per capita than 
tliat of any other institue in the country. 
Great difficulty is experienced in meet- 
ing demands. 
Unpaid bills at present 
amount to $3,692.79. 
The trustees ask 
the governor to recommend an increase 
in the appropriation. 
The expenditm-es 
have steadily increased from month to 
month by reason of the increasing num- 
ber of inmates. 
The expenses last No- 
vember were $1,316.91, while last month 
they were $2,822.41, 
The total expen- 
ditures of the year were $26,081.60. 
Tuition receipts during the year amount- 
ed to $361.60, 


On the subject of the new building 
being erected, the report states that the 
$50,000 appropriated is totally inade- 
quate. 
At the time of the appropriation 
there were but sixty inmates, and hence 
the 
legislature 
thought 
the new 
building would not necessarily cost 
more 
than 
$50,000. 
The trustees 
had 
plans 
made, 
however, for 
a 
building 
to 
accommodate 250 
instead ot sixty. 
The $50,000 is being 
used to erect the main wing of the build- 
ing, and it will devolve upon the legis- 
lature to finish it. It is estimated that 
it will require $193,300 to do this. 
It is 
the desire of the tnistees to see the in- 
stitute take the place among the great 
charities of the state which its import- 
ance deserves, 


John G. Blake, the superintendent of 
the institution, files his first annual re- 
port with that of the ti-ustees. He states 
that there are 1,800 feeble-minded per- 
sons in the state entitled, under the law, 
to the care of the institution. 
There 
have been eleven deaths in the insti- 
tut<i during the year, which is consid- 
ered a low death rate for such an insti- 
tution. 
The school 
and industrial 
features of the place are in excellent 
shape, 
Mr, Blake states the deficit in 
the maintainance is due entirely to ne- 
cessity, 
He says that the $10 per cap- 
ita to feeble-minded youth per month is 
too small, and he puts in a plea for $15, 


The regular appropriations asked for 
are as follows: For completing the 
main building, $20,000; for the east and 
west additions, $55,000; 
furnishings, 
$10,000; hospital and furnishings, $10,- 
000; boiler house, $4,500; steam boilers,

For some 
time back, however, I have.been taking 
just half an hour's sleep before dinner 
and supper; and if any sort of patent 
medicine had ever given me such a lift 
in the way of health, it would very likely 
have been 'boomed1 about as well as 1 
could Txrom' it. 
The philosophy of it 


seems to be: If yon want a man to do a 
good piece of work, he should be well 
fed and well rested. Yes, the same is 
true even of a horse. Well, Dr. S. de- 
clared it was a task for a week consti- 
tution to properly digest a meal of victu- 
als; and he declared further that no 
constitution could digest food properly 
when it was exhausted and run down to 
the very last notch; and if any one at- 
tempts to get along in that way he will 
sooner or later find himself broken down 
entirely,"

The Indianapolis Sentinel says: 
E. A. K. Hackett, A. H. Shaffer and 


MaryJ. Wilson, the trustees of the 
Indiana school forfeeble-minded youths, 
filed the tenth annual report of that in- 
stitute with the governor yesterday. 
The report in very exhaustive. It shows 
that there has been a rapid increase in 
the number of inmates. 
In May, 1887, 


the school was removed from Knights- 
town to Richmond, where it has been 
occupying the Eastern Indiana insane 
hospital buildings. These are only tem- 
porary quarters, however, as new build- 
ings are in course of erection at Fort 
Wayne. 
From the organization of the 


school in 1879, until its removal to 
Richmond, its capacity was so limited 
that applicants for admission werfe. re- 
fused by the score; but since May, 1887, 
the increased 
room of the 
present 


quarters has allowed the increase of the 
capacity from sixty to 250, the actual 
number of inmates at present being 239. 
As the legislature had not appropriated 
any money for the maintenance of the 
additional inmates, the trustees have 
drawn on the fund appropriated for the 
new building, of which $7,187.63 has 
been drawn. 


The trustees state that the appropria- 


tion for maintenance is unreasonably 
small, being much less per capita than 
that of any other institue in the country. 
Great difficulty is experienced in meet- 
ing demands. Unpaid bills at present 
amount to $8,692.79. The trustees ask 
the governor to recommend an increase 
in the appropriation. The expenditures 
have steadily increased from month to 
mouth by reason of the increasing num- 
ber of inmates. The expenses last No- 
vember were $1,316.91, while hist mouth 
they were $2,822.41. The total expen- 
ditures of the year were $26,061.60. 
Tuition receipts during the year amount- 
ed to $361.60. 


On the subject of the new building 


being erected, the report states that the 
$60,000 appropriated is totally inade- 
quate. At the time of the appropriation 
there were but sixty inmates, and hence 
the 
legislature -thought 
the new 


building would not necessarily cost 
more than $50,000. 
The trustees 


had 
plans 
made, 
however, 
for 


a 
building 
to 
accommodate 250 


instead of sixty. 
The $60,000 is being 


used to erect tho main wing of the build- 
ing, and it will devolve upon the legis- 
lature to finish it. It is estimated that 
it will require $193,300 to do this. It is 
the desire of the trustees to see the in- 
stitute take the place among the great 
charities .of the state which its import- 
anoe deserves. 
. John G. Blake, the superintendent of 
the institution, files his flint annual r«j- 
port with that of tho trustees. He states 
that there are 1,800 feeble-minded per- 
sons in the state entitled, under the law, 
to the care of the institution. There 
have been eleven deaths in the insti- 
tute during tho year, which is consid- 
ered a low death rate for such an insti- 
tution. 
The school 
and industrial 


features of the place are in excellent 
shape. Mr. Blake states the deficit in 
the maiutainance is due entirely to ne- 
cessity. He says that the $10 per cap- 
ita to feeble-minded youth per month is 
too small, and he puts in a plea for $16. 


The regular appropriations asked for 


are • as follows: For completing the 
main building, $20,000; for the east and 
west additions, $55,000; furnishings, 
$10,000; hospital and furnishings, $10,- 
000; boiler house, $4,600; steam boilers, 
810,000, steam heatings, $11,400; pump 
and fans, $6,500; electric light plant, 
$6,000; steam engine, $1,500; laundry 
building, $5,000, laundry machinery, 
$3,000; plumbing, $12,000; sewerage, 
$10,000; cisterns, S900; tunnels, $1,200; 
fire apparatus, $5,000; fire escapes, $2,- 
000; water supply, 82,000; barn, $3,000; 
bakery, $8,000; cold storage room, $1,- 
500; grading, fencing, trees, etc., 810,- 
000. Total, $193,300.
